to Meet $30,000,000 An- 
nual Increase Given by 
Labor Board to Express 
Workers.

AWARD IS REFERRED 


TO 80,000 WORKERS 


And Referendum Will Be 
Taken—Officials of the 
Unions Favor Accept- 
ance—Award More Gen- 
erous Than Expected. 


Chicago, August 10.—The railway 
labor board’s decision today award- 
ing an annual Wage increase,of $30- 


000,000 to employees of the American 


Express company, will be submit- 
ted to the eighty thousand men af- 
fected in a referendum with a rec- 
ommendationthat theaward be ac- 
cepted, officials of the four unions 
included in the decision said to- 
night. 

The award amountsto an increase 


to 16 cents an hour for each em- 


nloyee. The decision is retroactive 
to May 1, 1920. 

Tnder the terms of the Esch- 
Cummins transportation act, the ex- 
nress company will be nermitted to 
raise its rates sufficientiv to meet 
the increased labor cost. Argu- 
ments in the rate case already have 
been presented before the interstate 
erommerce commission at Washing- 
ton. 

The award does not go into 
the question of rules and working 
eonditions. As was the case last 
month, when the board granted a 
££00.000,000 increase to railway em- 
nlovees, it was announced that a 
decision covering new working rules 
would be handed down later. 

Better Than Rail Increase. 
, The express decision applies to 
ail express employees save 2,500 
shopmen who were given an in- 
erease of 13 cerits an hour in the 
railway award last month. The 
award to expressmen is slightly 
better than the average increase 
to the railroad men, the board find- 
ing that express employees, as a 
class, were not so Well paid as men 
'n other lines of railroad work. 

Four unions are affected by ‘the 

oard’s decision. They are: 

The Brotherhood of Railway and 
Steamship Olerks, Freight Handlers, 
Express and Station Employees. 

The International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters. 

Chauffeurs, Local No. 720, of Chi- 
cago? 

The Order of Railway Express- 
men. ' | 

For the purposes of the award 
te board divided express employecs 
in five classes, but the increase 
granted was in each case the same, 
16 cents an hour. Messengers and 
other employees in the train serv- 
ice whose hours are compiited on 
a basis of a 240-hour month will 
receive an inerease of $38.40. All 
other employees working on the 
204-hour per month basis will re- 
ceive $32.64 more. ‘The board di- 
rects that pay from May 1 to Au- 
gust 31 shall be paid to employees 
separately from their September 
checks dn order that they may know 
the exact amount of back pay re- 
ceived. 

Conditions in Service. 

“As in the case of the railroad 
employees, this iong delay and suc- 
cession of disappoingfments (refer- 
ring to the unsuccessful efforts of 
the men to get an increase early 
last spring), coupled with the pres- 
sure of a further rise in living costs, 
produced deep and not unreasonable 
dissatisfaction on the part of the 
express employees even to a great- 
er degree than many of the rail- 
road employees, as the wages paid 
to the express employees were gen- 
erally less than those paid for an- 


alogous service by the railroads and 
in many other industries. The ex- 
press employees thus felt them- 
selves called upon to make sacri- 
fices, as they believed, far beyond 
those of any other class. For these 
reasons and as a measure of jus- 
tice it was decided that this deci- 
sion, whenemade, would be effec- 
tive as of May 1, 1920, and that the 
increases specified should be slight- 
iy in excess of those decided upon 
for railroad employees performing 
similar service.” . ° 

The general impression was that 
the labor board had been slightly 
more generous than either the 
unions or the express company had 
expected. Two of the unions had 
demanded increases of $51 per 
month, while the other two asked 
an increase of $35 monthly.

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O’NEILL IS DEAD; 
WON STAGE FAME 
AS MONTE CRISTO 


New York, August 10.—James 
O’Neill, who stood silhoueted against 
the stage lightning on .a jagged 
stage rock in a stage sea and pro- 
claimed 7,000 times “the world is 
mine!” died today at the age of 74, 
@ne of the great characters of the 
American stage. 

Mr. O'Neill died in the Lawrence 
Memorial hospital, at New London, 
Conn. He had been in the hospital 
for two months suffering from an 
external disorder. His wife and two 
sons were at his bedside. 

Mr. O'Neill had been in a coma for 
a month. He was left in a weak- 
ened condition nearly two years 
ago, after he was struck by an au- 
tomobile in New York. When his 
health began to fail last spring, he 
was sent to St. Vincent’s hospital, 
New York. After leaving that in- 
stitution he suffered a relapse and 
was taken to New London. 

Like Jefferson “Rip Van’ Win- 
kle,” like Denman Thompson in the 
“Old Homestead” and Warfield as 
“The Music Master,’ O'Neill, years 
agy, identified himself with one part 
so strongly that his fellow actors 
never thought of him as anything 
but Emond Dantes, the “Count of 
Monte Cristo.” He played with Ed- 
win Booth and Edwin Forrest when, 
in #883, he succeeded to Charles P. 
Thorne’s role in “Monte Cristo,” at 
Booth’s theater. The fine training 
he had with the two great actors 
fitted O’Neill to play his part so 
well that the public still wanted 
him year after year. 

O'Neill first went’on the stage as 
a super in Cincinnati, his boyhood 
home, after his immigration from 
Ireland. The country home at New 
London, Conn., to which he retreat- 
ed after his retirement, was called 
Chateau D’if, after the great scene 
in the second act &f “Monte Cristo.” 


UNIVERSITY TRUST 
CHARGED IN HOUSE 


Bill, Repealing Law Au- 
thorizing Trustees to 
Name Ex-Officio Mem- 
bers of G. N. I. C. Board, 

Passed. a 


One of the liveliest fights of the 
1920 session of the general assem- 
bly developed Tuesday afternoon in 
the houge of representatives. ovgr 
the senate bill designed to repeal 
the law of 1910 which gave the 
board of trustees of the state uni- 
versity the authority to name three 
ex-officio members of the board for 
the Georgia Normal and Industrial 
college at Milledgeville. This bill, 
which, it is charged, was directed 
to a large extent against Judg 
George F. Gober, Byron B. Bower 
and Hugh Rowe, the present ex- 
officio members of the G.N. @& IL. C. 
board, passed only after a bitter 
contest had been waged. 

Advocates of the bill were led by 
Representative George H. Carswell, 
and its opponent by Representative 
Brown of Clarke and Moye of Ran- 
dolph. During. the debate, in which 
many of the representatives took 
part, charges of politics were freely 
rade. Opponents charged that the 
motives behind the members who 
favored the measure were to get 
rid of the present ex-officio mem- 
ters of the normal college board, 
and that the advocates of the bill 
were especialy seeking the scalp of 
Judge Gober. 

Charges Political Trust. 

Representative Lankford 
Toombs, Who took a spirited part 
in the fight for the repeal, charged 
that the friends. attaches and 
alumni of the University of Georgia 
have formed a political trust in the 
state that threatened to prevent 
anyone from occupying important 
state offices who could not get the 
approval of the university. 

“Sou can talk about your oil 
trust, and your coal trust, anc other 
truxts.” said Mr. Lank«fcrd, “but the 
most damnable trust that hes ever 
been iormed in jeorgia is the state 
university trust. It is getting to 
the point where a man cannot be 
elected £oyvernor, speaker of the 
house or to any important office 
unless he pleases @the university 
trust.” 

Representative George Carswell. 
in explaining his vote upoun the bill, 
said that he believed that the edu- 
cational system of the state should 
be run from the capitol, and not 
“from the campus of the University 

Georgia.” 

Speaking for the bill were Messrs. 
Carswell of Wilkinson. Wohlwender 
of Muscogee, Strozier of Bibb, Lank- 
ford of Toombs, Jackson of Jones, 
Alfriend of Bal€@win and others. 
Against the measure were Repre- 
sentatives Moye of Randolph, Cov- 
ington of Colquitt, Pace of Sumter 
and others. 

Friends of the repeal bil! declared 
it would serve to plac2 this branch 
upon-its own footing, without cut- 
ting it off from its position as a 
part of the state university. In ex- 
plaini’ ~ his favorable vote upon the 
bill. Representative Alfriend of 
Baldwin, president of Georgia Mil- 
inary college, which is also located 
in Milledgeville, intimated that the 
ex-officio members of the present 
board of trustees of G. N. & IL. col- 
lege ay objectionable, especially 
Judge Gober, upon whom a fight 
has been made for some time. 

Impair University System. 

Opponents of the bill raised their 
objections chiefly upon their belief 
that it would serve to impair the 
university system. Others declared 
that the measure was directed 
against Judge Gober, and that other 
ex-officio members of the board 
Should not be made to suffer be- 
cause of the fight being made upon 
one Man. 

A substitute was introduced by 
Representative Pace of Sumter, pro- 
posing that the general board of

LAST DAY OF ASSEMBLY. 

The general assembly begins 
the last day of its work Wednes- 
day, with long-drawn-out morn- 
ing, afternoon and night sessions 
in prospect. A number of im- 
portant senate bills remain to be 
acted upon by the house, includ- 
ing the workmen’s compensation 
act, the amendments to the state 
banking law, the salary increase 
for judges of the supreme court. 
and court of appeals, and the 
uniform negotiable instruments 
measure. With the senate com- 
mittee starting in Tuésday aft- 
ernoon te slash house appropri- 
ation bills, a breach bétween the 
house and senate threatens to 
arise over this matter. Some 
house members went so far as 
o forecast thaty inasmuch as the 
senate killed the income tax 
amendment, the house might re- 
spond with further slashing real- 
zing that there would not be suf- 


ficient funds to meet the appro- 
priations. 


After the stormiest session of the 
house rules committee held this 
year, the committee, just prior to 
the meeting of the house last night, 
voted by a majority of one to post- 
pone until 8 o'clock Wednesday 
morning action on the resolution 
of Mr. Williams, of Worth, instruct- 
ing the commissioner of agriculttre 
to vacate the office of state vet- 
erinarian and appoint a successor 
to the incumbent, Dr. Peter F. 
Bahngen, as soon as practicable, 

The resolution, introduced by Mr. 
Williams, is identica] with the reso; 
lution introduced in the other 
branch by Senator Pitman and fol- 
lows upon the majority report of 
the investigating committee which 
is unfavorable to Dr. Bahnsen. 

Objections Arp Raised, 

Objection was raised in thé rules 
committee that the resolution was 
not one of a privileged character 
and that it could not have the ef- 
fect of law as there is not suffi- 
cient time for the passage of a 
law now, the constitution r ‘quiring 
that such a resolution mug ve read 
on three separate da in each 
house. It was further urged, that 
it would not be fair for the house 
to take action on the Bahnsen mat- 
ter unless it had the evidence sub- 
mitted to the investigating com- 
mittee before it. 

On the other hand, it was in- 
tained that it was the privilege of 
the house to pass on the Bahnserr 
matter and that the people of Geor- 
gia would never uphold the stifling 
of the resolution in the rules com- 
mittee. The intimation that an ef- 
fort was being’ made to stifle the 
resolution. brought a sharp retort 
from a membeér on the other side 
who declared that he resented any 
such charge being made ia the 
committee. 

The charge was then, repeated 
and the threat made that the mat- 
ter will be fully aired on the floor 
of the house Wednesday, regard- 
less of any action which the rules 
committee might make. The subject 
promises to precipitate the sharpest 
debate that has been heard in the 
house this year when it is taken up. 

Upholders of the majority eom- 
mittee. report are insisting that ac- 
tion be taken at this session. 

Resolution by Williams.

London, August 10.—The first re- 
action to. Premier Lloyd George's 
speech to the house of commons on 
the Polish crisis has been one of 
some relaxation from the tension 
of the last few days. 

The belligerency in laborite 
quarters eased off after assurances 
given by the premier that he had 
been and was still continuing, to 
strive for peace and that Britain 
neither would send troops to Po- 
land’s aid nor manufacture muni- 
tions for use against Russia. 

Then later came the announce- 
ment by the premier of the armi- 
Stice and peace terms which the 
soviet was offering Poland and 
which did ot indicate any inten- 
tion to rob Poland of her inde- 
pendence. 

Russian Terms for Poland. 

The first of these terms, the out- 
line shows, is that the strength of 
the Polish army shall be reduced 
to One annual contingent of 50,000 
men, together with the army com- 
mand, and an “army of administra- 
tion” (apparently a permanent 
force) to aggregate 10,000 men. 

The second of the terms is that 
demobilization of the Polish army 
shall occur within one month. 

The third condition is that al) 
arms, excluding those needed for 
the army forces specified, shall 
be handed to soviet Russia and the 
Ukraine. Other terms are: 

Fourth: All war industries shall 
be demobilized. 

Fifth: No troops or war material 
shall be allowed to come from 
abroad. 

Sixth: The line of Wolvisk, Bia- 
lytokand Prawevo shall be placed 
fully at the disposalof Russia for 
commercial transit to and from the 
Baltic. 

Seventh: the families of ay Pol- 
ish citizens killed, wounded or in- 
capactitated in the war shall be 
given land free. 

On the other hand, the terms for 
Russia are: 

First: Simultaneously with the 
Polish demobilization, the Russian 
and Ukrainian troops shall withdraw 
from the Polish front. 

Second: Upon the termination 
of these operations the number of 
Russian trogps onthe Russian fron- 
tier line shall be capsiderably re- 
duced and fixed at a figure to be 
-agreed upon. 

Third: The armistice line shall be 
the status quo, but not further east 
than the line jndicated in the July 
20 note of Earl Curzon, the Brit- 
ish foreign secretary, The Polish 
army sWall withdraw to a distance 
of 50 versts from that line, the 
zone between the two lines being 
neutral. 

Fourth: The final frontier of the 
independent state of Poland shall 
be in the main identical with the 
line indicated in Lord Curzon’s note 
but additional territory shall _be 
given Poland on the east in the 
regions of Bialystok and Ghelm. 

Premier Hopes for Peace. 


“T‘’am still hopeful of peace,” 
were the opening words of Premier 
Lloyd-George’s announcement in the 
house of commons today with re- 
gard to the Russo-Polish crisis. 

The house was crowded and the 
tension was high in anticipation of 
the premier’s “peace of war” 
statement: As he entered he was 
warmly cheered. 

Mm. Krassin and Kameneff, 
of the Russian soviet delegation 
here, were in the strangers’ gal- 
lery. 

Mr. Liloyd-George declared the 
Polish attack was not justified in 
the opinion of the British govern- 
ment and that the soviet govern- 
ment, in any conditions of peace, 
was entitled to take into account 
the facts of the attacks made by 
the Poles upon Russia and that 
those attacks were delivered de- 
spite the warnings of the allies to 
Poland. . . 

The soviet, he declared, was en- 
titled ‘to demand such guarantees 
as would We elected by any power 
against a repetition of attacks of 
that kind. What was challenged, 
he said, was that “nothing justi- 
fies retaliation reprisal or punish- 
ment which goes to the extent of 
wiping out national existence.” 

Poland Must Be Independent. 

“Apart altogether from the moral 
right of any power to demend the 
extinction of another nation as 
‘punishment for the aggression of 
its government,” Premier Lloyd- 
George said, “Europe has to be

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a statement of the views of this| 
government on the situation pre-,| 
sented by the Russian advance Into 
Poland, deserves a prompt response 
and I will attempt, without delay, 

definition of this government’s 
position, not only as to the situa- 
tion arising from Russian military 
pressure upon Poland, but also as 
to certain cognate and inseparable 
phases of the Russian- question 
viewed more broadly. 
“ “This government believes in a 
united, free and autonomous Polish 
state and the people of the United 
States are earnestly solicitious for 
the maintenance of Poland's politi- 
cal independence and territorial in- 
tegrity. From this attitude we will 
not depart, and the policy of this 
government will be directed to the 
employment of all available means 
to render it effectual. The gov- 
ernment, theréfore, takes no ex- 
ception to the effort apparently be- 
ing made in some quarters to ar- 
range an armistice between Poland 
and Russia, but it would not, at 
least for the present, participate 
in any plan for the extension of 
the armistice negotiations into a 
general European conference which 
would in all probability involve two 
results, from both of which this 
country strongly recoils, viz, the 
recognition of the bolshevist 
regime and a settlement of .Rus- 
sian problems almost inevitably 
upon the basis of a dismember- 
ment of Russia. 

Sympathy for Russian People. 

“From the beginning of the Rus- 
sian revolution in March, 1917, to 
the present moment, the government 
and the people of the United States 
have followed its development with 
friendly solicitude and with. pro- 
found sympathy for the efforts of 


the Russian. people to reconstruct. 


their national life upon the broad 
basis of popular self-government. 
The government of the United 
States, reflecting the spirit of ita 
people, has at all times desired to 
help the Russian people. In that 
spirit all its relations with Russia, 
and with other nations in matters 
affecting the latter’s interests, have 
been €onceived and governed. 

The government of the United 
States was the first government to 
acknowledge the validity -of the 
revolution and to give recognition 
to the provisional government of 
Russia. Almost immediately there- 
after it Seenme necessary for the 
United St s to enter th war 
against Germany and in that®inder- 
taking to become closely associated 
with the allied nations, including, 
of course, Russia. The war weari- 
ness of the masses of the Russian 
people was fully known tp this gov- 
ernment and sympatheticaliy com- 
prehended, Prudence, self interest 
and loyalty to our assocjates made 
it desirable that we should. give 
moral and material support to the 
provisional government, which was 
struggling to accomplish a two-fol-l 
task, to carry on the war with vVig- 
or and, at the’ same time, to reor- 
ganize-the life of the nation and 
establish a stable government basea 
on popular sovereignty. 

Quite independent of these motives, 
however, was the sincere friendship 
of the government and the people 
of the United States for the great 
Russian nation. The friendship man- 
ifested by Russia toward this na- 
tion in a time of trial and distress 
has left with us an imperishable 
sense of gratitude. It was as a 
grateful friend that we sent to Rus- 
sia an expert commission to aid in 
bringing about such a reorganiza- 
tion of the railroad transportation 
system of the country as would re- 
invigorate the whole of its economic 
life and so add to the well being of 
the Russian people. “ 

Faith in Russia Unimpaired. 


While deeply regretting the with- 
drawal of Ryssia from the war at a 
critical time, and the disastrous sur- 
render at Brest-Litovsk, the United 
States has fully understood that the 
people of Russia were in no wise 
responsible. 

The United States maintains un- 
impaired its faith in the Russian 
people, in their high character and 
their future. That they will over- 
come the existing anarchy, suffer- 
ing and dstitution we do not en- 
tertain the sligntest doubt. The 
distressing character of Russia’s 
transition has many hist 
rallels, and the United State 
fident that restored, free and u 
Russia will again take a le 
place in the world, joining with the 
other free nations in upholding 
peace and ordinary justice. 

Until that time shall arrive the 
United States feels that friendship 
and honor require that Russia’s in- 
terests must be generally protect- 
ed, and that, as far as possible, all 
decisions of vital importance to it, 
and especially those concerning its 
sovereignty over the territory of 
the former empire. be held in abey- 
ance. By this feeling of friendship 
and honorable obligation to the 
great nation whose brave and he- 
roic self-sacrifice contributed so 
much to the successful termination 
of the war, the government of the 
United States was guided in its re- 
ply to the Lithuanian national cdun- 
cil on October 15, 1919, and in its 
persistent refusal to recognize the 
Baltic states as separate nations in- 
dependent of Russia. The same 
spirit was manifested In the note of 
this government, of March 24, 1920, 
in which it was stated with refer- 
ence to certain proposed settlements 
in the near east, that “no final de- 
cision should or can be made with- 
out the consent of Russia.” 


No Grabbing Russ Territory. 


In line with these important 
declarations of policy, the United 
States withheld its approval from 
the decision of the supreme council 
at Paris recognizing the indepen- 
dence of the so-caHed republics of 
Georgia and Azerbaijan, and so in- 
structed its representatives’ in‘ 
southern Russia. Rear Admiral 
Newton A. McCully. Finally, while 
glacly giving recognition to the in- 
dependence of Armenia, the govern- 
ment of the United States has taken

back up that declaration by “the 
withdrawal of all foreign troops 
from the territories embraced by 
these boundaries.” 

The allies also, in the opinion of 
the fovernment, should add to thar 
declaration “the announcement that 
no transgression by Poland, Finland 
or any other power... will be per- 
mitted,” in order to make the assur- 
ance of good faith doubly sure. 

“Thus only,” says the government.

“Hands Off” Policy Urged. 

In ofher words, the way to ham- 
string the power of bolshevism is to 
adopt America’s own “hands-off pol- 
icy” toward Russia. By implication 
the aetion of. Poland in starting its 
offensive against Russia, and that 
of England in recognizing the Bal- 
tic states, carved out of the empire's 
territory, would come in for their 
Share of responsibility in prolong- 
ing the reign of the soviets. 

Mr. Colby revealed that the Amer- 
ican government had withh-ld its 
approval from the decision of the 
Supreme council at Paris recogniz- 
ing the independence of the “so- 
called republics’ of Georgia and 
Azerbaijan, because part of them 
were carved out of the old Russian 
empire. 

It was further disclosed that the

‘Legislators Agree That 
Extra Session Will Not 
Relieve the. Situation. 
Appropriations. to Be 
Sreved.. .. ° = 


With the possibiifffes°of an ex- 
traordinary session of the general 
assembly being freely canvassed, 
following the defeat by the senate 
yesterday morning of the Arnold 
income tax constitutional amend- 
ment, it seemed to be the consensus 
of opinion that it would be prac- 
tically out of the question to ac- 
complish anything in the way of 
tax reform by an extra session this 
year. 

Regrettable as the situation is 
and serious as will be the problem 
confronting the governor, if the 
senate passes the house appropria- 
tion bills even with the 20 per cent 
cut in institutional appropriations 
proposed by the senate appropria- 
tions committee, there appears to 
be no way out through an extraordi- 
nary session. It is estimated that 
the appropriations will exceed the 
estimated revenue by at least $700,- 
000 if the senate passes the bills as 
slashed by the committée. 

Every measure that has been pro- 


| posed this year with a view to re- 
lieving the financial situation has 
been a constitutional amendment fre- 
quiring a two-thirds vote of all of 
the members elected to each house 
in order to. submit it to the people. 
Will Take Long Time.

don, making elastic the borrowing 
power of the governor. It was con- 
sidered very doubtful Tuesday 
whether as much as a quorum coyld 
be kept in Atlanta for working pur- 
poses, to say nothing of the two- 
thirds of the entire membership 
which would be necessary to ac- 
complish any results. 

Itisa fact that a majority of the 
members of both houses are ‘either 
running for election to the house or 
fo some other office. The speaker of 
the nouse is a candidate for gov- 
ernor, and the president of the sen- 
ate is running for congress. While 
these gentleman have attended to 
their.duties during the session now 
drawing to a close, naturally they 
feel that they ought to have some 
time to devote to their campaign be- 
fore tbe September 8 primary. Dur- 
ing the éarly part of the session and, 
to some extent, even down :to the 
close, it has been found diffictIt to 
get members to attend for the,trans- 
action of business. There have been 
more absentees this year than at any 
recent session of the general assem- 
bly. The house has held only one 
Saturday session during the sum- 
mer, last Saturday, andit was then 
found impossible to secure a quorum 
for the holding of ap afternoon 
session. : 
./This being the state of affairs, 
it would seem practically hopeless 
to pass any constitutional amend- 
ment at an extraordinary session, 
particularly with opposition devel- 
oping to the proposed bill as is 
known to be the case with each of 
them. So far from getting a two- 
thirds ‘vote in the senate, the in- 
come tax bill did not even get 1 
majority on a vote to disagree to 
an adverse committee report. 

Is there any indications that a 
sufficient number of the senators 
could be prevailed upon to change 
their votes overnight and without 
any opportunity to inform them- 
Selves of the trend of the public 
sentiment in order to put this bill 
over? It would appear not. Of 
course, the bills would have to be 
reintroduced and, at, least, six days 
would be required for their reading 
and i by the two houses 
should all opposition be withdrawn 
which is out of ‘the question. Seri- 
ous opposition of a minority of less 
than one-third in either house might 
delay action, through a filibuster, 
until it would be too late to sub- 
mit the bills to the people this year. 

Should the governor defer the call 
for an extraordinary session until 
after the primary, nothing could be 
done which might not be done 
equally as expeditiously by the gen- 
eral assembly which meets in June, 
1922, because the earliest date on 
which the measures could be sub- 
mitted for ratification would be the 
general election in November, 1922. 

The responsibility lies with the 
general assembly for this grave 
state of affairs, more specifically 
with the members of the senate who 
defeated the‘income tax bill. What-

“Ohio, Indiana and Illinois do not pro- 
duce tron ore in any quantity, yet -these 
three states produce 15,000,000 tons of pic 
iron a year. Since their locel supply has 
been exhausted, the blast furnaces of the 
north are compelled to haul their ore and 
limestone more than 1,000 miles, and their 
coal situation is nearly as bad. These con- 
ditions, together with the new increased 
freight rates, will enable northwest Geor- 
gia to produce pig iron $14 to $18 a ton 
less than Pittsburg, or any other market 
in the north. This is hard to believe, but 
nevertheless true. 

“Freight on steel products from Pittsburg 
to Atlanta and other points in Georgia 
ranges from $17.70 to $140 a ton, so when 
you add together the $14 difference in pro- 
duction cost on pig iron, and the minimum 
freight charge of $17.70 you will see that 
these two {tems alone will enable northwest 
Georgia to produce steel already delivered 
in the state $30 a ton less than Pittsburg 
can, or Birmingham, since Birmingham 
charges Pittsburg rate and must continue to 
do so in ac ance with the very recent 
decision of United States supreme court. 

“Thirty dollars a ton on 200,000 tons 
amounts to $6,000,000 a year, that is, freight 
alone, to say nothing of the manufacturer's 
profit, wPRich amounts to more than the 
freight.

It is not possible for the govern- 
ment of the United States to rec- 
ognize. the present rulers of Rus-. 
Sia aS a government with which 
the relations common to. friendly 
governments. can be maintained. 
This conviction has nothing to do 
with any particular political or so- 
cial structure which the Russian 
panel themselves may. see fit to 
embrace.

These facts, which none disputes, 
have convinced the government of 
the United States against its will 
that the existing regime in Russia

They have made it quite 
plain they intend to use eevry 
means, including, of course, diplo- 
matic agencies, to promote such 
revolutionary movements in other 
countries. 

It'‘is true that they have in va- 
rious ways expressed their willing- 
ness to give “assurances” and 
“guarantees” that .they will not 
abuse the privileges and immunities 
of diplomatic ageticies by using 
them for this purpose. In view of 
their own declarations, already re- 
ferred to, such assurances and guar- 
antees cannot be very seriously re- 
garded. Moreover, i#t is within the 
knowledge of the government of the 
United States that the bolshevist 
government is itself subject to the 
control of a politica) faction, with 
extensive international ramifica- 
tions through the third internation- 
ale, and that this body, which is 
heavily subsidized by the bolshevist 
government from the public revenue 
of Russia. has for its openly avow- 
ed aim the promotion of bolshevist.
